Outside Columbia, Tennessee, off the Mt. Pleasant Road, sits a 
sinall, secluded old country church. St. John’s Episcopal Church was 
established many years before the Civil War by Bishop (luter Confed- 
erate General) Leonidas Polk. To the rear of the church sits a shadowy 
yet beautiful cemetery where massive oaks shield the graves of Confed- 
erates killed in the brutal fighting around Columbia and Franklin, 
Tennessee in November 1864, 

Alongside men of Tennessee, Texas and Alabama lies a solitary 
Virginian, his tombstone hidden by the descending branches of an over- 
hanging wee.

Chief of Artillery

Beckham is an old Virginia name, and came to America in the person 
of William Beckham from County Norfolk, England in 1701. William 
Beckham and his descendants settled mostly in Culpeper, Orange and 
Fauquier counties, and his offspring can still be found there. 

Robert Franklin Beckham’s parents were John Grigsby Beckham 
and the former Mary Campbell, daughter of a prominent Irish physician 
from Salisbury, North Carolina. Robert's father was an enormously 
successful jurist, merchant and contractor. Indeed, John Beckham was 
4 business partner of Virginia Governor William “Extra Billy" Smith in 
extensive stage-line operations, and was the second largest shareholder 
of the famous Orange and Alexandria Railroad extending from Alex- 
andria to Orange Court House. John Beckham was also the contractor 
for the massive Confederate fortifications built in 1861 to shelter 
General Joe Johnston’s Confederate troops at Manassas Junction and 
Centreville. 

Two of Robert’s uncles were also quite prominent. His father's 
younger brother, Fontaine, was Mayor of Harpers Ferry. He was killed, 
unarmed, by John Brown's fanatics during their raid on the U.S. 
Armory in October 1859. John Beckham's older brother, James, was a 
major landholder in Culpeper and was the master of “Auburn,” a stately 
manor on the Brandy Station battlefield.

Ina 
me 23, 1861 letter to Congressman Jeremiah Morton of Orange 
ounty, Beckham requested assistance in asking “a place for ine in the 
outhern Army.” Beckham added, ironically, that “I do not wish to be 
atin the Infantry or Artillery.” 

Shortly thereafter, Beckham received his coveted Confederate 
uiumission, but to his astonishment, as a lieutenant of artillery in 
wun George A. Grove's Culpeper Battery—a battery thal would 
tet become the nucleus of the vaunted Stuart's Horse Artillery. 

Citove's Culpeper Battery was mustered into service on April 19, 
alin Culpeper County, Its captain, George Grove, was not well-liked 
_ the men and often absent on unsuccessful recruiting wips. The diary 
+ «member of the battery speaks respectfully of the new lieutenant, 
abert Beckham, who immediately filled a leadership void upon 
iiving in late June 1861. A note in the diary written in Winchester, 

“inginia on July 11, indicated: “The Battery was turned over to Lieut. 
teckhany.” Beckham drilled the fous-gun battery and on July 18 began 
vw iiitch with Joe Johnston's army to Manassas. 

Beckham's battery arrived at about 11:00 a.m., July 21, on the 
wattlefield at Ist Manassas (Bull Run) and was assigned to Colonel 
\inold Elzey's Brigade. “The cannon bails fell fast around us,” Licu- 
chant Nimrod Steele recalled, and Beckham's men were told, perhaps 
okingly, “They must not dodge without permission.” Soon Beckham 
vvcived orders to join cavalry forces assembling on the Confederate 
elt. . 

Heckham hastily reported to Colonel Jeb Stuart of the Ist Virginia 


—avalry. Stuart quickly ordered Beckham to open fire on the Federal 


ight flank, and later reported, “This battery made great havoc in the 
nemy's ranks and finally put them in full retreat. The principal credit 
icre Was due to this battery,” Robert Beckham had made an indelible 
mipression upon Jeb Stuart. 

After the stunning Confederate victory at Ist Manassas, Beckham's 
nen went into camp. The batterymen enjoyed themselves al leisure, led 
oy their acting captain. A cannoneer wrote, “Beckham...and myself 
ilways have something going on at night, fagging one or the other.” 
Another side of Beckham was revealed on August 9: “Mr, Beckhain is 

viding for us in the Testament.” 

Undoubtedly inspired by his personal participation in the Yankee 
‘out at Bull Run, Robert Beckham, in August 1861 wagered a man in his 
natiery “a bottle of whiskey that the war would be over in less than two 
nonths."distory does not record if Beckham made good on his foolish 
it, Probably not, because he was soon ordered away from his beloved 
hatlery, 

On October 1, 1861 Beckham parted from his men to report to Major 
vieneral Gustavus W. Smith as a staff officer and aide-de-camp. 
Keckham's replacement at the Culpeper Battery was Lieutenant John 
!'vlham, who had resigned from West Point in April. Pelham arrived and 

osumed command in September 1861, as Beckham was preparing to 
part. The unpopular Captain Grove was sill away on detached duty. 
‘tove'’s Battery, under Pelham, was incorporated on November 29, 
“GL into the Ist Stuart Horse Artillery as “Pelham's Battery.” 
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Smith's staff. At the Battle of Seven Pines and during the Peninsula 
Campaign, Beckham had important assignments and was commended 
by Smith. He was also promoted twice and by August 1862 was a Major 
of Ordnance. In January 1863 General Smith abruptly resigned his 
major generalcy and Beckham was without an assignment. This awk- 
ward condition was short-lived. 

Because of Pelham, Stuart’s Horse Artillery had become a 
devastatingly effective and highly mobile unit that made a dramatic 
difference in almost any battle in which the six batteries fought. Its 
murderous efficiency was due to the golden-haired, unaffected young 
man of humble bearing, John Pelham, who quickly rose to the rank of 
major. His valiant deeds at 2nd Manassas, Sharpsburg and Fredericksburg 
were legendary and his untimely death at Kelly's Ford, Virginia in 
March 1863 stunned the Southern nation beyond belief. 

“| have the honor to request that Major R. F. Beckham, Provisional 
Artillery, be assigned to duty with my division to take command of The 
Horse Artillery Batteries belonging to it.” In this letter to the Adjutant 
General on March 26, 1863 (eight days after Pelham’s death) Jeb Stuart 
requested the services of a man who had served him well at Bull Run. 
Stuart added, “I am satisfied of his fitness for the place.” 

General R. E. Lee endorsed Stuart’s selection and forwarded the 
request “that Major Beckham be ordered to report to me. I am very 
desirous to find someone to take the place of Major Pelham.” All eyes 
in the Army of Northern Virginia were on Major Robert Franklin 
Beckham as he took command of Stuart's Horse Artillery on April 8. 

Beckham did not dally in becoming acquainted with the men of his 
command. Channing Price of Stuart's staff wrote on April 24, 1863: 
“Major Beckham gives general satisfaction...though he has not been 
much at Hd. Qtrs. as he has his artillery camped near Culpeper C.H. and 
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slays with them.” In late April, General Lee, briefed by Stuart, noted he 
was “glad to hear Major Beckham is doing so well.” Indeed, Beckham's 
new-found familiarity with his battalion of about 500 men (and 
24 guns) would shortly pay dividends. 

Union Major General Joseph Hooker crossed the Rappahannock 
River with his Army of the Potomac in May 1863 and soon found 
himself on the defense at Chancellorsville. Stonewall Jackson had 
orders to assault the Federal right on May 2, and Beckham went with 
him. Jackson aligned his forces straddling the Orange Turnpike and 
Beckham placed two guns of James Breathed’s Battery squarely in the 
roud, The order to charge was given, apd Beckham fired his guns 
simultaneously. A Confederate officer noted that the discharge was 
“very heavy” and stunned the enemy. Pounding straight down the 
turnpike, Jackson's troops with Beckham's guns in line bowled over the 
Union Eleventh Corps. 

The subsequent Union rout, spurred on by Beckham's fast moving 
guns, earned him high praise. Beckham’s “conduct attracted the atten- 
tion of General Jackson,” according to Jeb Stuart’s adjutant. He noted 
that “Jackson leaned forward on his horse, and extended his hand to 
Beckham, with the words, ‘Young man, I congratulate you’.” This was 
tremendous praise indeed, but the modest Beckham did not mention the 
incident in his report. 

June 9, 1863 saw the greatest and most hotly contested cavalry fight 
of the Civil War. Beckham's guns provided the margin of victory for the 
gray horsemen at the Battle of Brandy Station. During the fighting at 
little St. James Church, four of Beckham's batteries, operating in rare 
unison, threw back John Buford’s assaults thereby preventing a linkup 
between Buford and David Gregg’s force at Brandy Station, two miles 
lo the southwest of the church. As Stuart fell back to Fleetwood Hill 
from’St, James to save his headquarters, the horse artillery limbered up 
and joined the frantic charge in stride with the troopers. 

Beckham's guns were quickly positioned on Fleetwood Hill and 
fired into the advancing Union columns, while individual gunners 
fought desperately to protect their precious pieces. The commander of 
the Ist New Jersey Cavalry, Colonel Virgil Brodrick, and his executive 
officer, Major John Shelmire, were both killed by Beckham's gunners 
who had pulled the officers from their horses. 

With Beckham's guns crowning Fleetwood Hill, the Battle of 
Brandy Station became a Confederate victory. Stuart's report gave 
proper credit: “The conduct of the Horse Artillery, under that daring and 
efficient officer, Maj. R. F. Beckham, deserves the highest praise.” 
While Pelham would certainly never be forgotten, Robert Beckham had 
won the respect and hearts of his fellow soldiers. 

Stuart frequently petitioned General Lee and Confederate authori- 
lies to promote Beckham to lieutenant colonel, but to no avail. Their 
refusal was not personal. General Lee was in fact “delighted to hear that 
Beckham is doing so well” but believed that Beckham's rank was 
“sufficient for [Beckham] to exercise command” of the horse artillery. 
Stuart disagreed, but Beckham remained a major. 

The tough cavalry battles of Aldie, Middleburg and Upperville 
followed in late June, with Beckham's guns materially involved in the 
protection of Lee's army as it trudged into Maryland and Pennsylvania. 
Following the tortuous Gettysburg Campaign, Beckham's batteries 
urrived back in Culpeper County for a badly needed rest and re-fitting. 
Subsequent cavalry battles around Brandy Station on August 1, Sep- 
tember 13, and October 9, shattered any respite as Lee and his adver- 
EO George G. Meade, jousted for strategic position. 

n October 13, during the Bristoe Station Campaign, Stuart with 
(wo brigades and Beckham with seven guns found themselves isolated 
at Auburn, Virginia, There were thousands of Yankee infantrymen 
between them and Lee's muin body. In the early morning of October 14, 
through an opening in the fog, Stuart saw the passing bluecoats hult their 
all-night march to prepare breakfast. Beckham's guns were hurriedly 
fired with double canister, the Ist North Carolina Cavalry charged, and 
Stuart made another narrow escape. And the able Beckham was once 
more at his side, 

Beckhain was almost killed near Manassas Junction on October 15 
when his horse was slain beneath him during a cavalry fight. After the 
disaster at Bristoe Station, Lee’s army returned to Culpeper County and 
in November relocated across the Rapidan River into Orange County 
lor the winter, The Mine Run Campaign from November 26 to Decem- 
ber 3, 1863 highlighted Major Beckham’s final action as commander of 
Stuart's Horse Artillery. On November 30, Beckham's guns opposed 


Meade’s advance at Antioch Church as Beckham posted guns in 
enfilading fire upon the blue infantry. The Mine Run adventure proved 
an abject failure for the Federals, and Meade withdrew into Culpeper 
County. The Confederates finally went into their well-deserved wintes 
camp—but they were soon to be without Robert Beckham. —- 

Beckham’s long-deserved promotion finally arrived but the new 
colonel simultaneously received orders to report to General Joe 
Johnston’s Army of Tennessee. Beckham's transfer out of Leo's army _ 
to the western theater is shrouded in a bit of administrative fog. 
Johnston, who had assumed command of the Army of Tennessee from 
Braxton Bragg, had requested E. P. Alexander of Lee's army to serve 
as Chief of Artillery. Lee promptly turned down that request for transfer 
and Bragg, now President Jefferson Davis’ military advisor in Rich- 
mond, offered William N. Pendleton, who Johnston found unaccept- 
able. After more proposals and counter-proposals, Brigadier General 
Francis A. Shoup, a West Pointer (Class of 1855) and, oddly enough, a 
native of Indiana, got the 
important post, which he 
held through much of the 
unsuccesful efforts to de- 
fend Atlanta. 

Evidence exists that 
Beckham might have be- 
lieved his transfer west was 
specifically to take over as 
the Army of Tennessee's 
Chief of Artillery. If so, he 
was soon disappointed. But 
his first post, still a vital 
one, was Chief of Artillery 
for Lieutenant General John 
Bell Hood, who had offi- 
cially moved over from 
Lee's Army of Northern 
Virginia and now com- 
manded a corps . in 
Johnston's army. 

Jeb Stuart was per- 
plexed. The cavalry com- 
mander was pleased for his 
friend Beckham, but de- 
spaired over losing him. Stifling his disappointment, Stuart wrote to 
Beckham on February 16, 1864: “I never oppose the promotion of a 
deserving officer. I wish you all success." 

The new colonel did not waste time in making his presence known 
in the western army. In the bloody Battle of New Hope Church on May 
25, Hood's Corps inflicted heavy losses upon Joseph Hooker's attack- 
ing Twentieth Corps. Hood wrote: “Too much praise cannot be awarded é 
to the artillery, under the immediate direction of Colonel Beckham, — 
which did great execution in the enemy's ranks..." When Hood succeeded 
Johnston in command of the Army of Tennessee in July 1864, Hood 
elevated Francis Shoup to Army Chief of Staff, and Beckham wag 
advanced to fill the top position with the army’s artillery. Unfortu- 
nately, Hood was unsuccessful in gaining young Beckham a brigadier's 
star, probably because of the smoldering resentment among Westerners 
that outsiders were getting choice promotions in the artillery arm, 

Like Hood, though, others were impressed with the Virginia artillerist. 
On a visit to the Army of Tennessee in July 1864, General Braxton 
Bragg heard many good things about Beckham. He wrote to President 
Davis: “Of Colonel Beckham...] do not hear a dissenting voice in the 
army, und many speak of him in the highest terms.” Then came an army 
reorganization in September, after Hood's loss of Atlanta to William T. 
Sherman. The Richmond government, for reasons not altogether pru- 
dent, transferred to the Army of Tennessee 48-year-old Major General 
Arnold Elzey, an Easterner (Maryland), who enjoyed the respect of 
Robert E. Lee as a highly competent artilleryman, when healthy. Thus, 
Colonel Beckham reassumed his job as Chief of Artillery of Hood's old 
corps, how commanded by Lieutenant General Stephen D. Lee, a highly 
skilled gunner in his own right. Despite being bumped down the line by 
Elzey’s arrival, Beckham’s future was still bright as Hood's Tennesses 
Campaign began in November 1864. Destiny would dictate otherwise. 

On November 29, as a prelude to the great Confederate disaster at 
Franklin, Hood's army marched north toward N ashville, racing against 
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etal corps under Nlayjor General ae MI. Scholieid, and became 

-vly engaged with Union troops entrenched near Columbia, Ten- 

ssve along the Duck River. As Stephen D. Lee's corps held the enemy 

check, principally with Beckham's artillery pounding the enemy 
sions in a great show of force, other Confederate cavalry and 
lantry crossed the river and gained a great advantage for Hood’s army. 
tule personally directing his guns, an enemy shell smashed a large 
sulder behind Beckham. The shattered rock slammed against his head, 
wcking him down. Colonel Beckham was taken to a house near 
s.hwood, Tennessee, where his condition worsened until his death on 
evember 5, 1864. 

Lieutenant General Stephen D. Lee, in his report of January 30, 1865 
woe: “During the affair around Columbia the gallant and accom- 
ished soldier, Col, R. F. Beckham...was mortally wounded while 
slustriously and fearlessly directing the artillery firing against the 
winy. He was one of the finest and best officers in the service.” Army 
anmander John Bell Hood, upon Beckham's death, called him “one of 
« most promising officers of his rank,” Writing many years after the 
wil War, the great Southern artillery commander Edward Porter 
lexander chose to remember Beckham as “an extremely nice and 
hint young fellow...who made a fine reputation for gallantry as chief 
Stuart's horse artillery.” 

Jeb Stuart, had he lived to write his memoirs, would certainly have 
itibuted no small measure of his own fame and success to the daring 
af skillful exploits of his young artillerymen, Pelham and Beckham.

He lived in Hanover and Gochland Co, VA. His will was probated in

was the son of Robert Henderson. As you can see the Henderson family is 
one of the oldest families in America dating from at least 1607. The 
children of Richard Henderson and Mary Washer are: (1) Samuel Henderson 
born 17 Mar 1699 in Hanover Co, VA and died Aug 1783 in Granville Co, 
NC.

John "Jack" Beckham Sr was a Revolutionary War Veteran from SC. 


The following was taken from: HISTORY OF UPPER SOUTH CAROLINA, by Logan 


John Beckham Sr, brother-in-law of Col. William Henderson, during the 
revolution in South Carolina was an active Whig and fearless scout. 
While MORGAN was encamped on Grindall Shoals, John Beckham kept him in 
constant motion and he did valuable service. On one occasion when 
closely pressed by the Light Horse of Tarlton, he plunged headlong down 
a fearful bank into the river and made his escape. The spot is still 
well known and often pointed out. It was on the plantation of old 
William Hodge, who was also a true Whig, where John Beckham Sr died and 
was buried long after the revolution. On this plunge John Beckham Sr 
was accompanied by a companion named Easterwood, from whom the Shoals 
take their name. Easterwood rode a big clumsey horse and was big and 
heavy himself. His horse, striking a foot against a log, fell sprawling 
and Easterwood was made a prisioner. Beckham's mare, a magnificent 
animal, soom left them in the rear. It is said that John Beckham Sr 
could have gotten away from the British on this occasion easier had he 
not stopped to light his pipe. He was an incessant smoker. The British 
were close upon him while he was yet holding the fire. He swore he 
would light it before he budged a foot. When he gained the opposite 
bank of the Pacolet he slapped his thigh, looked at his pursuers and 
shouted back at them "Shoot and be d "with his pipe still in his 
mouth. He is said to have done all this scouting and fighting with his 
pipe in his mouth. He survived the War . His only son removed to 
Kentucky and his daughters all married and moved to the west. He was 
apparantly quite a character and somewhat of a hero during the 


Revolutionary War. 


Sometime before Jun 1767 John "Jack" Beckham Sr and his wife migrated 
from Granville County, NC to Grindal Shoals on the Pacolet River (what 
became Union District) in South Carolina. They were following members 
of the Henderson family who preceeded them there. One account says that 
their "only" son removed to Kentucky and the daughters all married and 
moved to the West. This, of course, would be John Beckham Jr. 


Lyman Draper, an Historian with the Wisconsin Historical Society, was 
particulary interested in the Battle of King's Mountain which took place 
in SC and was considered by some to be the turning point of the War. In 
the 1840's, Draper began gathering information from the descendents of 
the Veterans of that Battle, with the intention of writing it's 

histroy. These Draper Manuscripts contain some interesting info on Jack 
and Elizabeth, gathered from her family. It was apparently from the 
Draper Mss. that Logan got his information written about Jack and 
Elizabeth and contained in his History of Upper South Carolina, included 
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which apparently came from Pleasant Henderson, brother of Elizabeth: 


"| | Blizabeth born 19 Feb 1738; a woman of an extraordinary mind, but 
unfortunately she married a man, John Beckham of a weak and rather 
dissolute mind. They soon after their marriage removed to South 
Carolina and had many children, all daughters except one. Their 
children chiefly received good minds from their mother. Their father 
died many years before their mother who died at her house in SC 17 Aug 


1831, aged 93 1/4 years .. ." 


It's pretty obvious, from this and the following infor from Logan, that 
the Henderson family didn't think much of Jack Beckham. Jack died 
sometime between 1800 and 1810. He obviously didn't met the standards 
of the prominent Henderson family, but there wre few intellectuals on 
the frontier at that time, but if he indeed operated a store, then he 
must have been at least a bit enterprizing, and Elizabeth must have 
loved him so he couldn't have been all bad. They raised a family who 
were "fine, Christian people", and he was part of the struggle for 
Independence. He wa an interesting character.

The plat to this patent is missing 
from the file. This is recorded in Granville County in Deed Book D, 


Page 98. 


10 November 1760 - William Beckum gave to his two sons, Simon and John 
Beckum, 350 acres in Granville Co, NC -- to Simon, 150 acres being part 
of tract granted to me by deed from the Earl of Granville, dated Aug 25, 
1760 and at head of Fishing Creek in Granville Co. Beginning at 
Governor's Line; to John Beckum, the remainder of the tract on both 
sides of Long Branch containing 200 acres, reserving to myself and my 
wife, Philis Beckum, the 150 acres given my son, Simon Beckum. Signed 
William (x) Beckum.

When Tarleton encamped at the Beckham home, Mrs Beckham first saw him 
while standing in the yard ordering his men to catch her poultry for 
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supper. She spoke civilly to him and hastened to prepare supper for him 
and his suite, as if they had been honored guests. When about to leave 
in the morning he gave the house up to pillage, and ordered it to be 
burnt; but because of her earnest remonstrances, he recalled the order. 


Mrs Beckham one made a trip to Granby on horseback, a distance of eighty 
miles. She had a gold guinea braded in her hair and conceled on the top 
of her head. With this she bought a bushel of salt and brought it 
safely home on the saddle. 


Some time after her husband's death she, in looking over his accounts, 
found that something was due her from Wade Hampton. She resolved to 
visit him and see what he would do for her. Her family and friends 
advised against it; that Hampton was now a very rich and distinguished 
man living in grand style in Columbia. The old lady said, "she would 
trust him," that she had known Wade in his youth; her house was then 
open to him and she could not believe that he would forsake her now. So 
mounting "Derrick," her faithful old horse, she set off to Columbia all 
alone. She made the trip and returned safely. The family, eager to 
hear the result of her visit, gathered around her. Mrs Beckham was 
delighted. "How did he receive you?" was asked. "Received me! He 
received me as if I had been a queen; nothing in his grand house was too 
good for Mrs Beckham. Child, I was put in a fine chamber with a great 
mahogany bedstead covered with a canopy, and so high that there were 
steps to climb into it, and they were carpeted. He paid me and more 
than paid me." It is probable that this heroic old lady returned with 
more money in her pocket than she had had in many a day. She died about 
1832 and was buried by her husband and son in the Hodge graveyard.

John (Jack) Beckham 


Beckham came from North Carolina about 1774, and settled on a part of 
the Henderson grant on Sandy Run, which is now known as the "Billy" 
Whitlock place. He engaged in hunting and trapping as game was 
plentiful. He had a store, which was probably the first in that 
section. It would be interesting now to know what the stock of goods 
consisted of, and from whence, and how he obtained them. 


As a horse-trainer, he was considered an expert, and paid a good deal of 
attention to horse-racing. The was coming on, he became an ardent Whig, 
and was celebrated as a scout, and did extensive work as a spy. 
Naturally such a man would suffer much at the hands of British and 
tories. Tarlton once made a foray into that section and camped for a 
night at Beckham's house, and when he left in the morning he took all 
the bedding except one quilt, and soon afterwards, a party of tories 
came and took that; hence when the war was over, he had little, or 
nothing left. 


Subsequently Ward Hampton, who had spent much time in Beckham's home, 
gave him employment as a trainer of race-horses, but "Jack" Beckham ever 
remained, what the old people would call a "ne'er~do-well.” At last the 
faithful old scout, who had done his "bit" in the cause of Independence, 
passed away, leaving a poor widow and a house full of daughters. He was 
buried in the Hodge graveyard, but his grave being unmarked, the exact 


spot is unknown. 


Mrs Elizabeth Beckham 
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Blizabeth Beckham was a Henderson, sister to General Williams, and Ma J ONSENEALOGY COLLECTION 
John Henderson. She belonged to noted Whig stock, and was a woman of 
remarkable enery and strength of character. Her husband being a 
drinking and impovident old fellow, the burdens of making a living 
largely fell on her and her daughters. This she did bravely and her 
daughters were worthy of their mother, fine characters everyone of 
them. When we think of the bravery and heroism displayed in those tying 
times, the noble women should not be forgotten. 


John Beckham Sr was listed in the 1761 Tax List of Warren Co, NC. He is 
listed in the 1775 Tax List of Union Co, SC. He is listed in the 1790 
and 1800 census of Union Co, SC. We know the names of four of his 
children. Census records reflect that he could have had at least three 
more children one son and two daughters unless these children are also 
the ones we have names on. It is very difficult to find out.
